STORIES AND ANECDOTES 


Upon the occasion of the opening of 
the Forrest Theatre in Philadelphia, 
last week, S. F. Nixon, of the firm of 

Nixon & Zimmerman, in- 
New formally entertained a 
Forrest number of gentlemen af- 
Anecdotes, ter the performance. The 

talk naturally turned up- 
on the theatre and the actor in whose 
honor it was named. 


One of Mr. Nixon’s guests related 
an anecdote told him by William J. 
Florence. Florence had made a pur- 
chase and had declined the offer of 
the merchant to send the package 
home, preferring to carry it himself. 
The guest who related this story was 
with Florence at the time, and the 
actor told him that his refusal to allow 
the merchant to send the package 
home reminded him of one day when 
he met Forrest on Chestnut street car- 
rying a large bow and several arrows. 
After passing the time of day, Flor- 
ence remarked: 

“IT see that you are heavily laden 
this morning, Mr. Forrest.” 

“Mr. Florence,”” Mr. Forrest replied, 
“this evening I am to act Metamora, 
in which, as you know, I use bow and 
arrows. I have secured new ones. 
They are the tools of my trade, Mr. 
Florence, and as you are a young actor 
permit me to say that no one should 
ever be ashamed of carrying the tools 
of his trade in public.” 

Another guest was reminded that 
the first curtain speech ever made by 
an actor in a Chicago theatre was de- 
livered by Forrest at John B. Rice’s 
theatre in about the year 1851. For- 
rest had finished a profitable engage- 
ment there, and the actress who 
played opposite roles to him was Mrs. 
John Drew, known in Chicago at that 
time as Mrs. Louise Hunt, and later as 
Mrs. George Mossop. 

One evening Forrest stepped before 
the curtain and told the audience that 
he had decided to leave the stage and 
he wished to thank the people of Chi- 
cago for all their kindness to him. He 
went on in a long speech, praising the 
drama and eulogizing the theatrical 
profession in an eloquent manner. 

Forrest was sincere in his intention 
of leaving the stage at the time, but 
later he was prevailed upon to change 
his decision, and he played a number 
of engagements in Chicago after that. 

At that time Chicago was only sev- 
enteen years old. Its streets were bad 
and it was necessary in going from one 
house to another to go up and down 
innumerable insecure wooden stairs. 
Somebody asked Forrest how he liked 
Chicago. Forrest, who had been dis- 
gusted with the stairways, replied: 
“What do I think of Chicago? My 
God, the whole place is set for Ma- 
zeppa!” 


Another Chicago speaker at Mr. 
Nixon's gathering told of Forrest’s 
anger on his last visit to Chicago, 
when George P. Upton of the Chicago 
Tribune, in commenting upon For- 
‘st’s visit, used the familiar quota- 
on, “Superfiuous lags the veteran 
\ the stage.”’ Forrest was red hot, 
d immediately visited James H. Mce- 
. cker, the manager of MeVicker's 
‘\eatre. 

He said to him: “Mr. MeVicker, 
io is the young man who writes 
“out the theatres in the Chicago Tri- 
bune, sir?” 


MARGARET FEALY. 


One of the strongest dramatic attractions in vaudeville this year is Margaret Fealy. She 
is an actress of many years’ experience and gr eat ability and is at present presenting a one- 
act play by no less prominent an author than Alfred Sutro, whose plays have made him the 
most successful playwright London has had for many years. She is also an experienced 
leading woman and an excellent stage directress. In fact there are not many things about 
the theatrical profession she does not understand. 


“George P. Upton,” replied Mr. Me- 
Vicker, who had read the article. 

Forrest answered: “Mr. MecVicker, 
Mr. Upton, sir, says that I ‘lag super- 
fluous on the stage.’ Mr. MeVicker will 
you have the goodness, sir to inform 
Mr. George P. Upton that Mr. Edwin 
Forrest says that he will live to eat 
the chicken that scratches the gravel 
on Mr. Upton’s grave, sir.” 

His prophecy did not come true, 
however, as Forrest has been dead 
many years and Mr. Upton, at the age 
of 73 years, is still writing in Chicago. 


Another guest from Chicago told of 
an adventure with Forrest while cross- 
ing the Mississippi River. He said 
they were trying to get from Galena, 
Ill., to Dubuque, Iowa. Ice in the 
river caused some accident to the 


steamer. Forrest became very much 
alarmed, and shouted: “Stop the boat 
and let us get off! If I must go to hell 
I don’t want to go by water.” 


Broadway has a new phrase, and it 
looks like a good one—‘‘To Prag.” 
To guess its meaning is easier than to 

discover its inventor. 
The Latest Like Topsy, it may have 
Phrase Is just “growed,”’ but more 
“To Prag.” than likely it was the 

happy inspiration of 
some speech-corruptor. In theatricals 
it signifies a spreader of idle and mis- 
chievous rumor. New York is alive 
with “Prag’’ and ‘“Praggers,”’ as they 
are called, and they are the special 
bane, curse, and scourge of the the- 
atrical  fictioneer, otherwise press 
agent. It is as much the business of the 
press representative to break into, as 


to keep foolish and harmful stories out 
of, print. All actors, back to the 
time of old Thespis himself, have been 
the mark for the “Prag.” The late 
Richard Mansfield was his chief mark 
and delight. Having succeeded in tat- 
tooing the public mind with the in- 
eradicable fiction that the great actor 
was possessed of a violent temper, the 
“Prag” set about having him assault 
waiters with pork chops, innocent su- 
pers with the ever-ready stage brace, 
and leading ladies with his ireful 
tongue. The “Prag” was the curse of 
Mansfield’s life. Next to the late la- 
mented actor, Mrs. Leslie Carter has 
perhaps suffered most from his activ- 
ities. Since che actress split with David 
Belaseo sne has been “pragged”’ per- 
petually, even insufferably. One day 
she was made to visit the Pelasco of- 
fice and smash things, and the next 
she has a violent quarrel with Ed- 
mund Milton Royle; then she gives a 
“swell dinner” to her dog Dimple, and 
finally has a summons nailed to her 
door. It didn’t matter that there was 
not one word of truth in these “‘prags”’ 
—they served their purpose of setting 
all tongues a-wagging. Fut when one 
takes a look into the dictionary, the 
riddle of the word's origin dissolves. 
Pragmatical and pragmatism are good 
old English words, signifying one who 
is impertinently officious in the affairs 
of others, and likewise fussy and med- 
dlesome. So, aided by a word-con- 
denser, we get “prag.”” But there was 
a Greek word pragma, a deed, from 
prasso, to do. In short, the “prag” 
does people, and by spreading about 
harmful reports gets them into trouble 
and makes them miserable. Sam But- 
ler, who wrote “‘Hudibras,”” seefas to 
have been acquainted with the genus, 
for he wrote something to the effect 
that every actor of high estate was 
“the mark for every pragmatical 
pate.”” He is the cousin-german of the 
intriguer, meddler and busybody. 
There are also “Pragesses.”

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PERCY WILLIAMS TALKS OF 
BILLING MODERN VAUDEVILLE 


Difficulties Attending the Process, Etc. 


Details Trying, and the Consequences of Overlooking Them, 
Distressing —Performers Complain if Others are Given More 
Prominence Than Themselves—Necessity of a Good Showing

FTER weeks of rumors and contra- 

dictions of rumors, selections of lo- 

cations, leases, and purchases of vavi- 

ous properties in all parts of Phila- 

@elphia for grand opera purposes, re- 
peated visits of the great impresario from New 
York, successive interviews with Mr. Hammer- 
stein by various news reporters on the occasion 
of his several visits to this city, order has at 
last come out of chaos, and I am enabled to an- 
niunce the fact that Philadelphia is really to 
have a permanent home for the production of 
grand opera, and Oscar Hammerstein, the great 
producing genius, whose only opponent in 
America worthy of his steel is Mein Herr Con- 
ried, is the mighty wizard, whose magic wand 
will put in concrete form before another year, 
his sublime, uplifting ideal. ; 

The final papers were signed Sept. 6 by which 
Oscar Hammerstein became the owner of the 
plot and mansion at the southwest corner of 
Broad and Poplar streets, Philadelphia. 

He says that he will erect thereon a grand 
opera house, which will rival in beauty and size 
the magnificent structures if its kind either 
in this country or Europe, not even excepting 
the Grand Opera House in Paris or La Scala 
in Milan. It is said that the price paid for 
the property is not far from $225,000. The di- 
mensions are 240x160 feet and it is considered 
to be admirably adapted for the purpose because 
of its having a full frontage on three streets. 
It is only one square south of Girard avenue 
and the Hotel Majestic. 

It is said that Mr. Hammerstein who, in 
the language of the street, a few years ago, 
was ‘‘all in, down and out,’’ has since then re- 
couped his fortunes, at least he has had money 
at his command to build and operate many 
profitable places of amusement, and he declares 
that no one will be financially interested with 
‘him in the building of the Philadelphia Opera 
House. 

The Harrah Mansion and grounds at Broad 
and Poplar street attract the sdmiration of 
all passers-by. The house is a simple and im- 
posing white marble structure, built in a severe 
renaissance style and was the home of Chas. 
Harrah, for many years an important figure in 
the commercial world. 

Before the Civil War the residence was re- 
garded as a feature of the city, and citizens 
‘having guests took them, as a matter of course, 
to see it. Even the detached pavilion erected 
for the servants is a handsome piece of archi- 
tecture. When the mansion was erected it was 
distant from the city’s activities, but for a long 
time a centre of the social gayety. It has been 
for sale for years, and it is strange that it has 
not been purchased by some wealthy family 
some years ago to be retained as a family resi- 
dence. 

Real estate men predict that the location 
of this opera house in the neighborhood of Gi- 
rard avenue and Broad street will advance prices 
on property in that section, and that within a 
few years it will bear the same relation to the 
older amusement center of the city that Long- 
acre square in New York bears to the middle 
Broadway district. Many car lines lead to 
points near it, and some real estate men claim 
that it is as easy of access now from all parts 
of the city as is the neighborhood of Broad and 
Chestnut streets. 

Philadelphia will have its own grand opera 
company under Hammerstein’s direction. The 
ensemble will be recruited from the ranks of 
the greatest. singers of Europe and strength- 
ened by the appearance of the stars singing in 
Hammerstein’s Manhattan Opera House, though 
the Philadelphia ensemble will be entirely in- 
dependent and will stand on its own merits. 
‘The Philadelphia Opera House will have its 
own selected orchestra of eighty skilled musi- 
clans and its own chorus and ballet. 

There will be no interchange of costumes and 
scenery between New York and Philadelphia 
‘by the best artists imported from Europe. The 
architecture of the Philadelphia house will be 
entirely different from that of the New York 
house. 

The first performance of Aphrodite, which Mr. 
Hammerstein has secured the sole right to pro- 
duce, will take place in Philadelphia with Mary 
Garden in the principal role. 

It is understood that the new opera house 
will be erected exclusively by Philadelphia 
capital. Application will shortly be made to 
the Governor for a charter for a real estate 
‘holding corporation with a capital of one million 
dollars, which will finance the project. It is 
said that most of the funds will be furnished 
‘by wealthy members of the Mercantile Club. 

During the season, 500 persons will be em- 
ployed in connection with the giving of grand 
opera in Philadelphia, and a large number of 
these will be recruited from Philadelphia. 

The total cost of the opera house, with the 
ground, will be about $1,500,000 according to 
Mr. Hammerstein’s estimate. 


It is the opinion of a great many people that 
Mr. Hammerstein’s opera house on North 
Broad street will hasten the development of the 
-city along broader lines of progress, giving it 
a Metropolitan character, like that of the great 
chpitals of the old world. 

James P. Mikefriedrich & Son, in the Knick- 
erbocker Building, New York City, are already 
at work on the plans. A Philadelphia architect 
will, also, be associated with this firm. 

The seating plan will provide for 2.000 seats 
to be sold at $1.50 and $2.00 Every seat 
will be made a desirable one. 


A well-known box-holder at the Academy of 
Music, says he is certain that every one of the 
40 boxes which Mr. Hammerstein intends to 
have, will be subscribed for within a week after 
they are put up for subscription. 

As the costumes and scenery will be made in 
Philadelphia, Mr. Hammerstein has purchased 
the land, houses and factory building opposite 
the opera house, aggregating 16,000 square feet, 
and the tenants have been notified to vacate 
Nov. 1, so that the scenic artists and costumers 
may begin work. 

The stage will be the largest in the country— 
about 70 feet deep by 190 feet wide.

Finish Comes After Successful Mardi-Gras 


John Econopouly, a Moving Picture Man, and Miss Grace Fox of 
the Corse Payton Lee Avenue Theatre, Elected Respectively 
King and Queen of the Carnival—Notes of the Closing Days.

N A blaze of glorious eiectrical illumina- 
tion that made gay Broadway in Man- 
hattan look like a dark alley in com- 
parison, the fifth annual Mardi Gras Car- 


nival and Fall Festival of Conéy Island 
was formally opened on Monday night, Sept. 
16, under auspices that were most favorable.

Many thousands of dollars had been ex- 
pended in the elaborate holiday attire of the 
avenue and the result reflects the greatest of 


credit on the artistic hand of the decorator. 

John Econopouly, a local moving picture man, 
and Brooklyn confectioner, had been elected 
King of the Carnival, and at 6:30 o’clock he 
and his Queen, a Miss Grace Fox, of the Corse 
Payton Lee Avenue Theatre Stock Company 
in Brooklyn, were formally crowned reigning 
monarehs of the big fete at the coronation cere- 
mony, which took place in the ball-room of 
Clayton’s Pabst Loop Hotel, adjoining the Cul-* 
ver Depet. This event was made impressive 
by the appearance of the Royal Couple in 
court robes, and attended by courtiers and the 
conventional pages. In accordance with royal 
customs, the reigning sovereigns were o/ficially 
titled King Rex V. and Queen Prospera, re- 
spectively. 

The conclusion of the 
pair in the Carriage of State, hauled by four 
herses of pure white, were driven down Surf 
avenue, with much pomp and splendor, to a 
point in the vicinity of Sea Gate, where the 
line of march of the big parade was formed. 
By this time the avenue had been converted 
into a veritable fairyland by the lighting of 
a hundred thousand or more especially  pro- 
vided incandescent lamps, and as the grand 
pageant moved down the ‘“‘Heart of Coney,’’ 
the effect was most imposing. Generous out- 
bursts of well-deserved applause greeted the 
beautifully-decorated floats and paraders§ in 
general from a struggling but good-natured 
mass of humanity, which fairly lined the big 
highway.

The coneessionaires declare that they’ will 
stand pat, and they will undoubtedly do so. It 
will, therefore, be quite interesting to see what 
Mr. Wakefield will do The exposition will 
probably not endeavor to run the attractions 
for very long without the aid of the employes, 
ind it is searcely to be expected that many of 
these would care to remain under the circum 
stances And even providing that the employes 
should consent to remain, the exposition will 
never be allowed to walk off with the receipts 
without having to go to court about it. 

Again, from some talk that is passed around 
freely, it would not surprise me if the con- 
cessionaires should take the initiative, and sue 
the exposition for damages for delay in com 
pleting the Warpath No man who knows any- 
thing about law will deny that a very strong 
case could be made out. 

Wednesday, Aug. 11, was Ohio Day, and the 
Buckeye Commonwealth did itself proud in the 
matter of attendance. Of course the idea must 
not be gathered that we are ever having any 
wonderful days here, as compared with other 
ex positions. We call forty thousand a big 
one and, as the percentage of spenders are 
good, it is sufficient to please the showmen as 
a rule.

AUTO. SKATING DEVICE. 


Atlantic City will be the first to see the in- 
troduction of a new and very useful invention 
for skating rinks.

The Skaters Trolley is, as its name indicates, 
an overhead trolley or track of light steel 
running completely around the outer edge of the 
rink. just inside the rail. On this track run 
light cars on ball-bearing pullers or rollers so 
arranges! that it is impossible for the cars to 
leave the track at any time.

Each car 
has a pendant from the center carrying a self- 
winding spool which winds up the chain the 
Instant it is relieved by the skater to a 
point several feet from the floor, too high for 
the ring at the end of the chain to strike 
anyone on the head, but always within easy 
reach when wanted, 

The chain when pulled down will be in just 
the right pesition for the average person, and 
can be readily lengthened for a child or short- 
ened for a very tall person. A perfect system 
ef switches enables the rink attendant to run 


one or all of the cars off the main track onto | 


the short spur tracks at the end of the rink 
where they are kept ready to be run out 
again when wanted. 

Separate tickets are sold at 25 cents each 
for the use of one machine during the session, 
and each purchaser of a ticket receives a num- 
bered brass check corresponding to a number 
which is on each car, so that any person de 
siring to rest simply lets go of the rings at 
any point on the rink most convenient to them, 
and the next carrier in use, coming along the 
track pushes the unused carried ahead until 
the switch is reached where the attendant 
merely has to pull a chain and the carrier 
runs out on a spur track to remain there until 
aguin wanted by the person holding the brass 
check corresponding in number to that of the 
carrier. 

The Avtoskater shown in this issue is a great 
spectacular machine, embodying all of the good 
points of the Skaters Trolley with some very 
novel features. 

This machine can be built to hold two hun- 
dred persons at one time, and at twenty-five 
cents each will make one thousand dollars per 
week. The one illustrated has several bundred 
electric lights of all colors, also plate-glass mir- 
rors, and the umbrella covering is made of 
blue and gold silk, giving a very beautiful ef- 
fect either day or night. The rings and chains 
are lifted by self-winding spools when not in 
use; the entire machine revolving on a central 
pole with cog wheels to operate a plano or 
organ; the skaters furnish the necessary mo 
tive power, and there is a device to prevent 
the skaters from going too fast and spoiling 
the music. 

Overhead on several of the supports are elec 
tric fans to cause a good circulation of air and 
keep the skaters from becoming overheated. 

Any of the Autoskater devices can be as well 
applied to ice rinks for beginners,

From time to time the question of 
prohibiting children under a certain 
age from attending theatrical perform- 

ances under specified condi- 
Children tions is brought up before 
At the those who have control of 
Theatre. such affairs in the various 

cites of the United States. 
It is seldom that the matter progresses 
further than a discussion, but in sev- 
eral instances, such as that in Phila- 
delphia a year ago, a decision unfav- 
orable to the theatres in general is 
reached. The trouble is that theatr2 
managers usually maintain so phleg- 
matic an attitude with regard to such 
agitations, that their cause is injured 
merely from want of proper champion- 
ship. 

This was not the case in Cincinnati 
last week, however, when Attorney Ben 
Heidingsfeld objected to the passage 
of an ordinance by the city eouncil 
forbidding the attendance of minors 
at the theatres unless accompanied by 
a@ parent or guardian. Heidingsfeld 
appeared in the interest of the man- 
agement of the Grand Opera House, 
Columbia and Walnut Street Theatres, 
respectively. He urged that the ordi- 
nance be changed so as to empower the 
Mayor to exercise censorship over all 
theatrical plays, and to prohibit those 
that are immoral or improper from be- 
ing produced. 

He maintained that if a play is bad 
children should not be allowed to see 
ft, whether they are with their parents 
or alone, and he went even further and 
contended that bad plays are inju- 
rious to adults as well as children. Be- 
cause such plays might be produced 
in some theatres sometimes he did not 
consider justification for barring chil- 


dren from theatres where only high- 
class and proper performances were 
given. 

Attorney Alfred Bettman and repres- 
entatives of various charities were 
present to urge the passage of the or- 
dinance. The committee adjourned to 
take the matter up again next Thurs- 
day. The attorneys afterward explained 
the situation to Mayor Dempsey, but he 
refused to pass on the matter until it 
comes to him officially. He stated, 
however, that he was in favor of some 
action to protect the children. 

Attorney Heidingsfeld also advocat- 
ed an ordinance authorizing the Mayor 
to issue licenses to theatres for dif- 
ferent periods of time—one month, two, 
three, six, eight or twelve months, as 
he deemed proper, and that all licenses 
be made revocable.

FROM PAWNEE BILL’S WILD 
WEST. 


Pawnee Bill’s Historic Wild West and Great 
Far East is wending its triumphant way south 
through New Mexico, for a hurried visit to 
old Mexico and then into Texas, after making 
a most auspicious initial appearance in Denver. 
For four performances, crowds swarmed to the 
Pawnee Bill tents in the capitol of Colorado, 
in such numbers, that the sale of tickets was 
suspended, perforce, in each instance half an 
hour before the specified time for the begin- 
ning of the performance. 

One of the widely discussed features of the 
Denver engagement of the organization, was 
the appearance in the Labor Day parade of the 
billposters, lithographers, banner men and other 
employes of the Pawnee Bill advertising car 
number two, of which Mr. Alton Osborn is the 
efficient manager. The float of the men of 
paste and brush was a novelty in the long line 
of unique contrivances. Half a dozen jauntily- 
attired billposters plied their vocation during 
the entire progress of the parade, spreading 
sheet after sheet of Pawnee Bill illustrations 
upon the slanting boards, which composed the 
moving vehicle. Others marched alongside. 

Ovto C. Floto, of the Sells-Floto Show, and 
John F. Stowe, long famous in the annals of 
tented amusements, were guests of Major Gor- 
don W. Lillie and Mr. Edward Arlington, gen- 
eral agent, during the Denver engagement. 

The immediate popularity attained by the 
show in Denver apparently had great effect 
upon residents throughout the state. The tents 
were filled to complete capacity in the week 
following in territory north of Denver, and as 
the big enterprise headed south through Colorado 
Springs, Cripple Creek, Pueblo and Trinidad, 
there was no diminution in patronage or favor. 
The show was made the big conspicuous feature 
of the Colorado State Fair at Pueblo, and Presi- 
dent Paul Wilson and Secretary F. E. Keating 
were delighted that their judgment in making 
the selection was so thoroughly vindicated that 
the crowds on the grounds were the largest 
that ever attended the State Fair in its his- 
tory. 

The bucking horses of the Pawnee Bill Show 
have drawn experts of the saddle frem all 
parts of the west. They have come to the 
show, bringing the worst equine outlaws they 
ean get possession of. In no case have the 
sturdy men of the plains, whom Pawnee Bill 
leads, been unable to master the native buckers, 
but in many instances the volunteer riders have 
been vanquished by the horses which partici- 
pate in the Pawnee Bill daily shows. ‘‘Bud’’ 
McDonald, champion bucking horse rider of all 
the state of Colorado, enlisted with Pawnee 
Bill at Pueblo and will hereafter make daily 
appearance in the arena, vieing for honors with 
“Jimmy’’ Kinney, long knewn as Pawnee Bill's 
champion. Both humbly bow their heads, how- 
ever, when put if competition with Jose Ber- 
raro, of Old Mexico, whem bucking horse has 
never been able te throw. Berraro enters the 
saddle of buckers only when the efforts of all 
others have been futile. The score of bucking 
horse riders are eagerly awaiting the entrance 
of the show into Salida, Col., whence residents 
have sent forth notice that they will produce a 
horse whom no man in Colorado has ever been 
able to mount and ride. Every one of the un- 
daunted cowboys with the show is eager for a 
tussle with the beast. 

Edward M. Burke is the latest acquisition of 
Mr. Arlington, general agent, and the man on 
the advance cars and with the show are anxious 
to meet the newcomer, who is showing such 
rare business acumen in the performance of 
his duties as traffic manager. Mr. Burke comes 
to the Pawnee Bill Show with a record in the 
cireus field of which anyone might well be 
prond. 

Mr. and Mrs. Newton Lillie, of Pawnee, Okla., 
parents of Major Gordon W. Lillie (Pawnee 
Bill) have been ‘‘trouping’’ with their son and 
daughter-in-law for a fortnight, and have en- 
deared themselves to all the men, women and 
children of the show with whom they have 
come in contact. They will make visits in 
several far western cities before returning to 
their home. The best wishes of everybody with 
the organization will go with them.

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EARLY all the theatres in Philadel- 

phia are now open to the public for 

the season. The exceptions are the 

Adelphi and the William Penn Thea- 

tres, which are not yet completed, 
and the Lyceum, which is undergoing an over- 
hauling prior to launching vaudeville. 

The spiendid business that the various thea- 
tres are doing is an illustration of the truth 
of the old saying that competition is the life 
of trade. One of the most interesting contests 
for the patronage of the public. is between the 
two burlesque ‘‘wheels.’’ The Bijou and the 
Trocadero Theatres represent the Western 
“*‘wheel,’’ and the Gayety and the Casino rep- 
resent the Eastern ‘‘wheel.’’ The managers of 
all four of these houses are using every effort 
for supremacy, and as all four of the houses 
are fortunate in having enterprising, up-to-date 
theatrical men as house managers, it is quite 
natural that every amusement goer is quite 
cognizant of the existence of these houses, and 
the attractions they offer from week to week. 
Both ‘‘wheels’”’ are backed by unlimited capital. 
The result of the competition has had the ef- 
fect of wonderfully improving the burlesque 
shows. 

Formerly it was considered an easy matter 
to put a burlesque show on the read. It was 
regardei as a show that could be framed up 
cheaply with a few girls and comedians, and 
the veriest shadow of a plot. But now a first- 
class company consists of fifty to seventy-five 
people, including beautiful girls and up-to-date 
comedians. Furthermore, burlesque audiences 
now expect something else than “‘smut.’” A 
clean, refined burlesque show ranking so far 
as costumes, scenery, singing, acting and en- 
semble are concerned, with an up-to-date mw 
sical cemedy, is a stronger attraction in a 
burlesque house than a show which depends 
mainly for success on suggestive acting, sing- 
ing and talking. 

As an illustration of the fact that a bur- 
lesque show playing a burlesque house, is not 
so markedly dissimilar to the musical comedy 
playing legitimate houses, it may be noted 
that the Wine, Woman and Song company, 
which played the Bijou Theatre last season, 
played a two week’s engagement at the Grand 
Opera House on Broad Street this season. 

This improvement of the burlesque show, this 
raising of its standard, this greater attention 
paid to costuming, acting, singing and per- 
onnel, and this elimination of the suggestive 
and vulgar—all this gives good reason for the 
optimist who declares that the world is grow- 
ing better; that a higher moral sentiment pre- 
vails among the people; that the love of 
beauty, of refined sentiment, of the aesthetic is 
supplanting the grosser passions of humanity. 

The battle for supremacy in the local vaude- 
ville situation is also interesting. 

Keith’s Million Dollar Theatre on Chestnut 
Street now has opposition in the shape of the 
new Forrest Theatre on Broad Street operated 
by the Klaw & Erlanger interests, also the 
People’s Theatre in Kensington operated by 
the same interests. But Mr. Keith has ob- 
tained possession of the new theatre in Cam- 
den. The vaudeville competition, like the bur- 
lesque competition, works to the interest of 
the public, in that both parties to the contest 
present the best shows obtainable. 

The combination houses are all doing a nice 
business, and there are three stock companies 
in town which are receiving the liberal patron- 
age of the public, the Orpheum Stock Company 
at the Chestnut Street Theatre, the Middleton- 
Barbier Stock Company at Forepaugh’s and the 
Darcey & Speck Stock Company at the Stand- 
ard. 

Notwithstanding the fact that all classes of 
locel theatres—vandeville, burlesque, stock and 
combination, are doing well, the wise ones in 
the theatrical profession believe that there is 
room in Philadelphia for more theatres, and 
rumors of the proposed building of new thea- 
tres are constantly heard. Lovers of grand 
opera in Philadelphia, are, of course, delighted 
to know that it is now assured that Oscar 
Hammerstein, the New York manager and im- 
presario, will have bis new opera house at 
Broad and Poplar Streets completed in time 
to open in November, 1908. 


KEITH’S THEATRE. 


The entire range of vaudeville was covered 
again last week at this house, where the enter- 
tainment consisted of a pot-pourri of comedy, 
music, spectacular, pantomime, singing, dancing, 
cireus feats and performing animals. 

One of the new acts which made a distine- 
tive success was the Military Octette introduc- 
ing as features Mabel Keith, ‘“‘The Girl with 
the Baton,’’ who stayed down with the orches- 
tra and directed the production with marvelous 
skill and grace; and John S. Leick, an accom- 
plished cornetist. It was really one of the most 
pleasing musical features presented in this 
city for some time. It was given in three 
scenes, and the first scene introduced the Rus- 
sian Hussars, the second, the Royal Fusileers 
in India, and the third, a United States Army 
camp. The first scene introduced some splendid 
cornet playing. and the second and third scenes 
introduced singing and instrumental music, mil- 
itary drills and United States Army bugle 
calls. 

Corinne, the former ‘‘Child Wonder,’’ who has 
always been a great favorite in Philadelphia, 
appeared in an attractive specialty, singing her 
popular Song of All Nations, and playing ef- 
fectively on the mandolin, She appeared ir 
several changes of costumes. 

Among the other clever people who appeared 
on this most excellent bill were Lewis and 
Violet Allen in a rattling good sketch entitled 
The Traveling Man; Katherine Hayes and Sabel 
Johnson in their pleasing sketch, A Dream of 
Baby Days; Frank Fogarty, the Irish joke- 
maker; Aifred Kelcey and Miss Guise in a little 
playlet entitled The Tail of a Turkey; Fred 


Morton, novelty artist; Roland and Dugan, com- 
edy duo; Carroll and Clarke, singing and danc- 
ing comedians; Nessen, Hunter and Nessen, the 
juggling trio; Carver in songs and dances; and 
the Perovani Brothers. This last act must be 
noticed as a distinctive novelty. They appeared 
as clowns, and after perferming a number of 
difficult acrobatic feats, gave a pantomime called 
The Nightingale Courtship, in which they gave 
much expression to various whistles and calls 
of a bird. The grand opera travesty The Song 
Birds remained on the program and repeated 
the great success of the previous week. 


FORREST THEATRE. 


The new Forrest Theatre on Broad Street has 
caught the fancy of the public and Manager 
E. D. Price may well feel delighted over the 
remarkable record that the house has made thus 
far this season. Last week a bill of nothing 
but novelties was presented; in fact, there was 
not a had act on the program, and most of 
the acts were of more than ordinary merit. 
Quite the most remarkable act on the bill was 
Barnold’s animal act entitled Intoxicated 
Canines which was presented for the first time 
in this city. It is impossible to praise this 
act too highly. - It marks the acme of suc- 
cess thus far in the training of the inferior 
animals. It consists of a regular pantomime 
and comedy presented by dogs, monkeys and a 
white cat. The remarkable feature of the act 
is that their trainer is not visible to the au- 
dience, neither is his voice heard as he gives 
the animals their instructions. It would be 
hard to hear his voice any way on account 
of the incessant laughter which their almost 
human mimicry causes. 

The scene represents a scene in Dogville, 
and it shows a restaurant, a residence, sausage 
factory, saloon and a police station. Sportily 
dressed canines enter the restaurant and the 
growler is rushed by a thirsty monkey by way 
of the second story of the saloon on a stout 
rope. An elopement is introduced in which 
Romeo, a gallant dog holds a ladder, while his 
lady love descends from a window. The climax 
of the act introduces an intoxicated dog who 
struggles out of the saloon. Then he goes into 
the saloon again for just one more, and when 
he reappears again he accepts the aid of the 
convenient lamp post. A monkey policeman 
then appears and takes charge of the ‘‘drunk.’’ 
He rings up the patrol and a wagon drawn by 
dogs carries him into the lock-up. 

Probably the stellar attraction on the Dill 
was Miss Edna Aug, who was exceedingly clever 
in her imitations of certain feminine types. She 
is remembered here from the Smiling Island 
days, Other attractions which made the bil 
at the Forrest Theatre last week one of the 
vest of the season were La Esmeralda, Spanish 
dancer; The Alexandroff Troupe, Russian Whirl- 
wind dancers; the Musical Cuttys: George W. 
Day, monologuist; James J. Morton, comedian; 
The Four Lesters, English comedy cyclists, Jo- 
seph Hart’s Military Maids. These, by the 
way, include twenty pretty girls who presented 
a big specialty with transformation scenes, 
costly costumes and clever songs and dances 
combining the attractive features of the spec- 
tacle and musical extravaganza.

O'Neill did not disappoint his auditors, in fact 
he was a happy surprise throughout the evening. 
He has dignified and forceful personality, a 
resonant cultivated voice, and he showed him- 
self a complete master of blank verse. Infre- 
quently have we heard lines delivered with 
such decision and beautiful intonation express- 
ing the thought so perfectly. 

Obliged to come before the curtain at the 
close of the third act, he said: ‘‘In my thirty 
years on the stage, it has seldom been my good 
fortune to appear in New York; though it has 
been the desire of my life to do soe. I don't 
know why for I’m sure I’m no worse than other 
actors. But I expect to retire before many 
years, and after I am gone, I hope to be re- 
mersbered as an actor, who could if he tried, 
play something besides dear Old Monte Cristo.’’ 

The old-time theatregoers have their ideas 
which it is hard for them to get around, but 
the younger generation is fainiliar with the 
story at least, which emphasizes the idea of 
strong parental love so admirably 

How vividly is pictured Virginius’ tender 
love for his daughter Virginia, her betrothal 
to Icilius, and the departure for the army, how 
in their absence she is claimed as a slave by 
the design of Appius, the forum scene when 
justice failing, Virginius stabs her to death, 
earrying her off in triumph, how he = subse- 
quently loses his reason, strangles Appius to 
death, and how piteously recovering his senses 
in the last act, he fondly clings to the urn 
containing Virginia's ashes. 

It would be hard to differentiate between 
Mr. O'Neill's splendid art in depicting the 
gentle humor of the scene when he in bantering 
tones, teases Virginia about her painting, the 
tender affection he shows when proclaiming 
her betrothal to Icilins, and the poetic render- 
ing of the speech beginning, 

“Dids’t thou but know young man, 

Hiow fondly I have watched her, since the day 

Her mother died, and left me ‘o a charge 

Of double duty bound,”’ 

and the strength, passion and hatred with 

which he delivered the speech in the camp 

ending with 

“Condemned as vile! Oh! I'll be 
Come 

Oh, they shall wonder—I will be so pattent!’’ 

Miss Franklyn-Lynch looked the part of Vir- 
ginia in repose, but the characterization seemed

One Night Stands 


Following the lead of Chester DeVonde, a 
large number of repertoire organizations now 
present a bill on Friday nights which is cal- 
culated (according to the announcements made 
during the week) to send weak women into hys- 
terics. Special pains are taken to impress on 
the public mind that those who are easily af- 
fected by Jekyll and Hyde productions had bet- 
ter stay away, and attention is generally called 
to the fact that two or three women fainted 
during the performance in the last town. The 
Keystone Dramatic Co. offers such a bill with 
the title, A Demon in Human Form, and, not- 
withstanding these announcements, it invariably 
attracts a crowded house. 


Repertoire people are hard to get at this 
time, and complaints are heard on all sides. 
One manager has engaged five leading men and 
something or other happened in every instance 
to keep them from coming on. The dramatic 
exchanges in the cities say that it is impossible 
to furnish people and it has come to be a serious 
question with the stock organizations so numer- 
ous in the central states. It is thought that 
the situation will be relieved when the summer 
stocks at the various parks end the season. 

H. A. Christy, now manager of both theatres 
at Morgantown, W. Va., recently visited the 
Jamestown Exposition and had a conference 
with Fred G. Nixon-Nirdlinger, at Philadelphia. 
Mr. Christy will play the regular line of dra- 
matic attractions at the Swisher and the Grand 
will be devoted to vaudeville. When the for- 
mation of a circuit was first commenced by 
Nixon and Zimmerman, the project appealed to 
Christy, who threw his fortunes in with the 
new circuit, which explains the ‘‘pull’’ he seems 
to have with Nirdlinger. 


The Parker Opera House, at Hinton, W. Va., 
was destroyed by fire recently and the total 
loss, including the stores which were also owned 
by Col. Parker, was $54,000, with $19,000 in- 
surance. 


Alfred Hincliffe, who is managing the tour 
of Crimmins and Gore in A Warm Match, en- 
tered the theatrical profession as an actor in 
1872, being one of Jno. McCullough’s supporting 
company. Later he entered the managerial field, 
and at one time managed John L. Sullivan. 
In recent years he has been devoting his time 
to the management of parks and theatres, but 
could not withstand the fine offer of Mr. Crim- 
mins, and is once more in harness. 

Tim Murphy opened his season at the Court 
Theatre, in Wheeling, on a Friday night re- 
cently, presenting Two Men and a Girl, by 
Frederick Paulding. Dorothy Sherrod, Maud 
Neal and Edward J. Hayes had prominent parts. 

Al Tyrrell is principal comedian with John W. 
Vogel’s Minstrels again this season, and is 
making a tremendous hit. Smith and Van and 
Huegel Brothers are the biggest hits in the olio. 
Col. Ike Potts has surely left this attraction 
this season and is in advance of a melodrama. 

The Morrison Comedy Co. appeared at Elkins, 
W. Va., Aug. 26-31 (fair week), and business 
was not as big as had been expected on account 
of a carnival company being located on the 
street in front of the theatre, making it next to 
impossible to hear what was being said -from 
the stage. The Morrison company is a very 
strong one, and the wonderful versatility of 
Hugh Morrison, the manager, is a subject of 
comment wherever that organization appears. 
Morrison manages his own company, writes 
many of the plays, plays the leading role in 
several bills, and does a single specialty, be- 
sides appearing with Mrs. Morrison in sketches. 

One-night stand business has been very bad 
in Iowa up-to-date. The Great Eastern World, 
with thirty people and a car load of scenery, 
opened the theatre at Davenport, Aug. 26, to 
$60 gross. An Aristrocatic Tramp had a $5 
house at Clinton, Iowa, Aug. 30, and A Poor 
Relation got only $30 at two performances, mat- 
inee and night, Aug. 31. In other towns the 
business has been very bad and local managers 
are getting discouraged. It is pointed out that 
really big attractions have not suffered in that 
section, and it may be that the public in Iowa 
has tired of melodramas, tramp shows and rube 
shows. 

Managers in the Western Managers’ Asso- 
ciation are using their theatres for vaudeville 
the first half of the week and for one-night 
stands on Thursday, Friday and Saturday 
nights. This causes the one-night stands to 
lose the Sunday nights and the movement is 
consequently criticised by traveling showmen. 

Elmer Walters’ Rafferty’s Flirtation opened 
the season at Battle Creek, Mich, on Labor Day. 

There are 141 shows on the books of the 
dramatic exchanges in Chieago alone which 
want people. There never has been a time 


when actors were in such great demand in the 
Windy City. 

The routes have been booked, the paper has 
been ordered, the people have been engaged, 
rehearsals have been held and the companies 
sent on the road. The local theatre manager 
has ~ opened’’ his house, put fresh three-sheets 
in front of the door, announced his splendid 
line of bookings for the year. The advance 
agent has ‘‘made’’ his towns and has taken the 
extras. The billposter has put up the paper. 
The newspaper announced that the big one was 
coming. 

Everything is in readiness for a successful 
season—excepting the playgoing public. 

For some reason, most likely the warm 
weather, the public thinks it is too early to be- 
gin another season and especially in the east 
the houses are painfully small. 

One musical show lost $900 the first week 
out. Another one did not reach $400 in any of 
the first eight towns. The Lion and the Mouse, 
that wonderful record-breaker, could not draw 
the people from their homes, and one company 
got only $212 at Dover, Del. Mildred Holland, 
with an elegant show, got several bad houses 
in the east. The Gingerbread Man, with sixty 
people, got a slap or two around New York. 

Reports from other sections are of the same 
discouraging variety. Here and there qa town 
is doing well, but business generally has started 
off badly. The repertoire shows seem to have 
the best of it. One company had all kinds of 
opposition at Long Branch, N. J., and still did 
a paying business. Walter H. Steele had a 
record-breaking week at Bridgeton, Sept. 2-7. 
Other shows of that class are doing fairly 
well. 

Herbert E. Lynch is managing the Grand 
Opera House at Norristown, Pa:, succeeding C. 
M. Southwell, who has been transferred to 
Scranton. Mr. Lynch was treasurer of the Reis 
houses at Harrisburg last season. 

James B. McLean is managing the Coatesville 
(Pa.) Opera House until Tom Dailey finishes 
the season with Ringling’s Circus. 

J. Leonard Johnson is now manager of the 
Grand Opera House at Wilmington, Del., for 
Nixon & Zimmerman. 

Arthur Williams, probably the best one-night 
stand agent in the country for musical shows, 
is ahead of Dream City, in which Lillian Blau- 
velt, Mary Marble and Sam Chip are featured. 
Williams has a new scheme this season which 
may be written up later. 

George Roberts is managing the Stull Stock 
Company, and Albert A. Messenkop is in ad- 
vance.

One Night Stands 


Following the lead of Chester DeVonde, a 
large number of repertoire organizations now 
present a bill on Friday nights which is cal- 
culated (according to the announcements made 
during the week) to send weak women into hys- 
terics. Special pains are taken to impress on 
the public mind that those who are easily af- 
fected by Jekyll and Hyde productions had bet- 
ter stay away, and attention is generally called 
to the fact that two or three women fainted 
during the performance in the last town. The 
Keystone Dramatic Co. offers such a bill with 
the title, A Demon in Human Form, and, not- 
withstanding these announcements, it invariably 
attracts a crowded house. 


Repertoire people are hard to get at this 
time, and complaints are heard on all sides. 
One manager has engaged five leading men and 
something or other happened in every instance 
to keep them from coming on. The dramatic 
exchanges in the cities say that it is impossible 
to furnish people and it has come to be a serious 
question with the stock organizations so numer- 
ous in the central states. It is thought that 
the situation will be relieved when the summer 
stocks at the various parks end the season. 

H. A. Christy, now manager of both theatres 
at Morgantown, W. Va., recently visited the 
Jamestown Exposition and had a conference 
with Fred G. Nixon-Nirdlinger, at Philadelphia. 
Mr. Christy will play the regular line of dra- 
matic attractions at the Swisher and the Grand 
will be devoted to vaudeville. When the for- 
mation of a circuit was first commenced by 
Nixon and Zimmerman, the project appealed to 
Christy, who threw his fortunes in with the 
new circuit, which explains the ‘‘pull’’ he seems 
to have with Nirdlinger. : 


The Parker Opera House, at Hinton, W. Va., 
was destroyed by fire recently and the total 
loss. including the stores which were also owned 
by Col. Parker, was $54,000, with $19,000 in- 
surance. 

Alfred Hincliffe, who is managing the tour 
of Crimmins and Gore in A Warm Match, en- 
tered the theatrical profession as an actor in 
1872, being one of Jno. McCullough’s supporting 
company. Later he entered the managerial field, 
and at one time managed John L. Sullivan. 
In recent years he has been devoting his time 
to the management of parks and theatres, but 
could not withstand the fine offer of Mr. Crim- 
mins, and is once more in harness. 

Tim Murphy opened his season at the Court 
Theatre, in Wheeling, on a Friday night re- 
cently, presenting Two Men and a Girl, by 
Frederick Paulding. Dorothy Sherrod, Maud 
Neal and Edward J. Hayes had prominent parts. 

Al Tyrrell is principal comedian with John W. 
Vogel’s Minstrels again this season, and is 
making a tremendous hit. Smith and Van and 
Huegel Brothers are the biggest hits in the olio. 
Col, Ike Potts has surely left this attraction 
this season and is in advance of a melodrama. 

The Morrison Comedy Co. appeared at Elkins, 
W. Va., Aug. 26-31 (fair week), and business 
was not as big as had been expected on account 
of a carnival company being located on the 
street in front of the theatre, making it next to 
impossible to hear what was being said -from 
the stage. The Morrison company is a very 
strong one, and the wonderful versatility of 
Hugh Morrison, the manager, is a subject of 
comment wherever that organization appears. 
Morrison manages his own company, writes 
many of the plays, plays the leading role in 
several bills, and does a single specialty, be- 
sides appearing with Mrs. Morrison in sketches. 

One-night stand business has been very bad 
in Iowa up-to-date. The Great Eastern World, 
with thirty people and a car load of scenery, 
opened the theatre at Davenport, Aug. 26, to 
$60 gross. An Aristrocatic Tramp had a $5 
house at Clinton, Iowa, Aug. 30, and A Poor 
Relation got only $30 at two performances, mat- 
inee and night, Aug. 31. In other towns the 
business has been very bad and local managers 
are getting discouraged. It is pointed out that 
really big attractions have not suffered in that 
section, and it may be that the public in Iowa 
has tired of melodramas, tramp shows and rube 
shows. 

Managers in the 


Western Managers’ Asso- 
ciation are using their theatres for vaudeville 
the first half of the week and for one-night 
stands on Thursday, Friday and Saturday 
nights. This causes the one-night stands to 
lose the Sunday nights and the movement is 
consequently criticised by traveling showmen. 
Elmer Walters’ Rafferty’s Flirtation opened 
the season at Battle Creek, Mich, on Labor Day. 
There are 141 shows on the books of the 
dramatic exchanges in Chicago alone which 


want people. There never has been a time 


when actors were in such great demand in the 
Windy City. 

The routes have been booked, the paper has 
been ordered, the people have been engaged, 
rehearsals have been held and the companies 
sent on the road. The local theatre manager 
has opened’’ his house, put fresh three-sheets 
in front of the door, announced his splendid 
line of bookings for the year. The advance 
agent has ‘‘made’’ his towns and has taken the 
extras. The billposter has put up the paper. 
The newspaper announced that the big one was 
coming. 

Everything is in readiness for a successful 
season—excepting the playgoing public. 

For some reason, most likely the warm 
weather, the public thinks it is too early to be- 
gin another season and especially in the east 
the houses are painfully small. 

One musical show lost $900 the first week 
out. Another one did not reach $400 in any of 
the first eight towns. The Lion and the Mouse, 
that wonderful record-breaker, could not draw 
the people from their homes, and one company 
got only $212 at Dover, Del. Mildred Holland, 
with an elegant show, got several bad houses 
in the east. The Gingerbread Man, with sixty 
people, got a slap or two around New York. 

Reports from other sections are of the same 
discouraging variety. Here and there a town 
is doing well, but business generally has started 
off badly. The repertoire shows seem to have 
the best of it. One company had all kinds of 
opposition at Long Branch, N. J., and still did 
a paying business. Walter H. Steele had a 
record-breaking week at Bridgeton, Sept. 2-7. 
Other shows of that class are doing fairly 
well. 

Herbert E. Lynch is managing 
Opera House at Norristown, Pa:, succeeding C. 
M. Southwell, who has been transferred to 
Scranton. Mr. Lynch was treasurer of the Reis 
houses at Harrisburg last season. 

James B. McLean is managing the Coatesville

J. Leonard Johnson is now manager of the 
Grand Opera House at Wilmington, Del., for 
Nixon & Zimmerman.
